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REPORT  FROM  PUBLIC  AFFAIRS 

In  the  minds  of  its  founders  KPFA  had  at  least  two  major  objectives  which  have 
never  been  altered.  One  was  a  cultural  one — it  included  the  broadcasting  of  the  best 
in  music,  drama  and  the  arts;  the  second  was  to  provide  a  community  forum  for 
the  uncensored  expression  of  news  and  views. 

By  definition,  a  democratic  society  is  one  in  which  the  individual  takes  upon 
himself  the  responsibility  of  active  participation  in  the  decisions  and  processes  of 
government.  If  his  participation  is  not  based  on  accurate  information  and  free  discus- 
sion, his  citizenship  is  without  value  to  himself  and  to  society.  The  whole  democratic 
process,  in  short,  predicates  FREE  COMMUNICATION. 

You  who  listen  to  KPFA  are  familiar  with  the  policy  which  governs  our  com- 
mentator series.  The  participants  represent  the  full  range  of  political  attitudes  and 
every  effort  is  made  not  only  to  keep  it  balanced  but  to  invite  as  speakers  the  most 
intelligent  exponents  of  a  given  position  from  the  entire  country. 

The  foreign  press  reviews  are  also  an  attempt  to  give  the  audience  an  objective 
survey  of  world  opinion. 

The  thinking  of  articulate  individuals  is  found  in  the  many  interviews,  panels, 
and  special  series  done  in  our  own  studios,  and  those  recorded  at  public  meetings 
and  in  educational  institutions  all  over  the  country. 

Documentaries  such  as  those  done  on  the  last  San  Francisco  hearings  of  the 
un-American  Activities  Committee  and  of  the  Democratic  Conference  in  Fresno  are, 
we  feel,  of  great  value  because  a  complete  subject  or  event  can  be  accurately  conveyed 
in  condensed  form.  As  we  can,  we  will  do  more  of  theses — the  difficulty  being,  of 
course,  the  amount  of  time  and  equipment  involved  in  producing  them. 

On  January  tenth  (1959)  we  are  trying  out  a  new  type  of  program  and  we  will 
be  eager  to  have  your  comments.  It  will  be  a  "symposium  on  the  air,"  a  four-hour 
program  covering  every  aspect  of  United  States'  relations  with  China.  Speakers  from 
all  over  the  country  are  being  invited  to  participate,  and  we  hope  to  arrange  with 
various  organizations  to  hold  meetings  where  people  can  listen  and  then  discuss  the 
subject  themselves — a  sort  of  "village  green"  by  way  of  the  microphone.  If  we  are 
successful,  the  possibilities  inherent  in  this  type  of  treatment  are  capable  of  making 
a  wide  and  constructive  contribution  to  the  democratic  process. 

And  how  do  we  get  all  these  ideas  and  tapes  and  people?  Well,  it's  a  sort  of 
no-hold-barred  system:  phone  calls,  letters,  announcements  from  innumerable  sources, 
academic  calendars,  magazines,  newspapers,  the  staff,  the  volunteers,  the  subscribers 
— sometimes  even,  when  we  are  not  too  busy  following  through  on  the  ideas  other 
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PROGRAM  NOTES:  The  constant  push  toward  that  tantalizing  but  improbable  goal 
— everybody's  favorite  program  on  the  air  at  everybody's  favorite  time — has  occa- 
sioned a  few  changes  in  scheduling  in  this  Folio,  especially  as  concerns  week  ends. 
Please,  once  again,  check  this  Folio  with  special  care  so  as  not  to  miss  your  favorite. 
Or,  for  that  matter,  dont  check  it;  you  may  become  converted  from  an  Alan  Watts 
fan  to  a  Bikel-ite,  or  from  a  Bikel-ite  to  a  French  Weekly. 

We  wish  to  thank  Mr.  John  Morby  for  the  loan  of  two  Oiseau  Lyre  recordings, 
not  available  in  this  country,  of  music  by  Michel  de  Lalande,  which  were  scheduled 
in  the  preceding  Folio  and  in  this  one.  As  you  probably  know,  we  cannot  buy  records, 
and  subsist  largely  on  what  we  can  borrow — from  shops,  and  from  individuals.  If 
you  live  in  the  Berkeley  area  and  have  unusual  items  in  your  collection  which  you 
might  like  to  share  with  KPFA's  listeners,  please  get  in  touch  with  our  music 
director.  We  would  particularly  like  to  find  people  who  may  have  ways  of  obtaining 
the  Supraphon  LP's  recently  made  in  Czechoslovakia  and  available  in  England,  but 
not  here,  and  would  like  also  some  help  for  the  series  "Treasure  of  the  78"  .  .  . 
recordings  of  major  works  by  such  as  the  Pro  Arte,  Lener,  pre-1940  Budapest,  and 
London  Quartets,  Schnabel,  Gieseking,  Karl  Muck,  Felix  Weingartner,  Richard 
Strauss,  and  others,  which  have  not  appeared  on  LP. 

Among  the  many  fine  Studio  Concerts  listed  in  the  current  Folio,  we'd  like  to 
call  your  attention  particularly  to  the  one  on  December  17th.  Robert  Phillips,  a  young 
man  from  Pacific  Grove,  played  his  viola  da  gamba  on  KPFA  in  the  summer  of  1955, 
just  before  leaving  for  what  turned  out  to  be  three  years  of  study  of  the  early  string 
repertory  in  Europe.  Now  he  is  back  in  the  area,  and  with  him  is  Christopher  Schmidt, 
a  young  German  who  was  assistant  at  the  fine  center  for  early  music  in  Basle,  and 
who  is  equally  gifted  in  the  realization  and  performance  of  music  pre-1750.  Their 
KPFA  concert  is  the  first  of  several,  and  they  will  also  be  heard  publicly  in  the  Bay 
Area  in  several  concerts  in  the  current  season. 

Two  rare  and  important  operatic  scores  have  reached  us,  through  Broadcasting 
Foundation  of  America,  on  recordings  made  this  past  summer  in  Italy.  Verdi's  "Mac- 
beth" was  one  of  the  hisrh  points  in  the  famous  "Festival  of  Two  Worlds"  at  Spoleto, 
the  event  organized  by  Gian-Carlo  Menotti  and  conducted  by  the  gifted  young  Ameri- 
can Thomas  Schippers.  This  important  earlv  opera  has  never  been  recorded  complete, 
and  this  performance  is  a  fine  one.  It  will  be  heard  on  December  7th  at  2:15.  The 
following  Sundav  we  will  present  another  rare  and  important  score,  the  tremendous 
relisrious  opera  "Moses"  by  Rossini,  which  ranks  with  "William  Tell"  as  his  most 
ambitious  and  adventuresome  score.  This  performance  will  be  conducted  by  the  noted 
dean  of  Italian  opera  conductors,  Tullio  Serafin,  with  Nicola  Rossi-Lemeni  in  the 
title  role. 

For  your  holiday  plans  we  should  let  vou  in  on  a  couple  of  our  own.  On  Christ- 
mas Eve  at  9:45  we  will  join  with  KQED  in  a  stereophonic  broadcast  of  Handel's 
'Messiah."  On  New  Year's  Eve  we  will  present  what  strikes  us  as  just  the  proper  sort 
of  civilized  fare  for  the  occasion,  Mozart's  "Cosi  fan  Tutte"  in  the  Salzburg  Festival 
recording.
